CHAPTER I. 


The Bundi State in Rajputana is included in the charge oC the Political 
Agent, Haroti and Tonk. The area is 2220 Sqiiare miles and the population 
in the jear 1901, avas 1,71,227 as against 51)95,675 in the year j the 

decrease in the population being mainly due to the severe famine o^ 1899- 
1900 and the epidemic diseases that followed it. The present Chief is His 
Highness Maharao Raja Sir Raghoobir Singhji Bahadur g.c.i.e., k.c..s.i., 
who is in his 36th year. His Highness who is by caste a Hara Rajput, a 
Sept of the great Chohan race, has no heir (the only son and heir, Maharaj 
Kumar Raghvendrasinghji having unfortunately died at the age of nine years 
in the month of March 1899), and has four Ranis all of the Rathor clan of 
Rajputs (3 from Jodhpur and one from Jhabua). Tlie fifth Rani, Her High- 
ness Bagheliji from Rewah, whom His Highness married on 2nd February 
1903 died at Bundi on 31st December 1904.

The year 1899, being one of severe famine, ha« been omitted in striking 
the average. 
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Out oE this gross revenue, nn annual tribute o£ Bs- 1,20,000 Kaldar is 
payable to the Government of India (Bs- 40,000 on account of Choth of 
Bundi and Bs- 80,000 on account of two thirds of Patan), 

3. During the course of his autumn tour, the Honorable the Agent 
Governor-General Sir A. H. T- Martindale K.c s i., visited Bundi on the 29th 
December 1904 and having stayed here for a day left for Deoli on the 31st 
December, Major C. Pritchard, the Political Agent, also arrived at Bundi on 
28th December from Tonk and left for Deoli on the 31st with the Hon’ble 
the Agent Governor-General. The usual ceremonies were observed on the 
arrival and departure of these officers. 

General Sir Archibald Hunter G. C. B. Commanding the Western 
Command, visited Bundi, on the 16th January and after a short stay of two 
days left for Kotah on the 18th, Major C, Pritchard, Political Agent also 
accompanied the party and returned to Deoli on the 18th. 

On the arrival and departure of General Sir A Hunter a salute of 15 
guns was fired. 

The Political Agent, Major C. Pritchard, visited Bundi, in Februaiy, 
March, May and July, 1904. 

4. No marriage celebrations or any other important domestic event, 
except the death of Her Highness Eani Baghelji Sahib, occurred during the 
year under Report. 

5. The relations between the Government of India and the Darbar 
have been as cordial as ever. The Darbar acknowledge with great gratitude 
the assistance received from the Government and its officers The Honorable 
Sir A. H. T. Martindale K.o.s.i., held the office of the Agent Governor-General 
during the year under report and evinced a deep interest in the afEairs of the 
State for which the State tenders its grateful thanks to him. Sir A Martindale 
left for England on the 31st March on furlough, and was succeeded by Mr. 
B. G Colvin "GsIwJS. The post of the Political Agent Haroti and Tonk was 
held by Major C. Pritchard during the year under report. On transfer to 
Bhopal in the month of March, he Was succeeded by Captain A. B. Drummond. 

A Statement in appindix I. showing names of the high officials in the 
state as also the changes made in the personnel during the year under review 
is herewith attached. 

CHAPTER II. 

There has been no land revenue settlement during the year under report, 
land revenue having been collected in cash according to the assessment rates 
fixed, both for unirrigated and irrigated land in the year 1878. Since then 
there have been no changes in the rates which are reasonable and the cultivators- 
find no difficulty in paying the revenue demanded of them. 

During the year under report mo remissions or -suspensions of revenue 
were made. 

The year 1899-1900 having been one of severe famine followed by 
Eindemic disease a great number of people died and in order to check the land 
under cultivation, Amins were engaged and the work of checking was begun. 
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Some work was done in 1903 and some in 1904 and revenue registers were 
corrected. A small portion o£ the work still remains to be done i.e. the Tchsil 
o£ Talwas & Nainwa. As a result of this checking, there has been an increase 
during the year under report, in the area under cultivation, o£ 4000 Bighas in 
round numbers, yielding an increased revenue of Bs- 6, .51 9/- as compared 
with last year, 

2, The waste land brought under cultivation in Sanivat 19G0 amounts 
to 10,708 Bighas (4002 acres) yielding Bs- 5,339, as revenue to the State.

- 4. Four boundary cases were settled during the year under report by 
Captain, A. B. Drummond Boundary Settlement Officer. Out of these one 
case, “Bood Karwar of Bundi versus Bhojpura of Indragarh” was settled 
amicably while in two cases regarding the Cbambal river, appeals against the 
decision of the Boundary settlement officer have been submitted to the Honor- 
able the Agent Governor-General, but the result has not yet been made known. 

5, There has been no need of giving Takavi advances during the year 
under review. 


6. There has been an increase of about Bs- 12,000/- in the land 
revenue collection on account of waste land taken up under cultivation in 
1904, .and checking of land done in the yc:ir 1903 — 1904. 

7. There was no necessity to make any remissions or suspensions of 
revenue during the year under report.

There are two kinds o£ Police in Bundi, the City Police and the 
district Police. The city Police is stationed at Bundi and perforins the Police 
work in the city only, while the district Police guards communications and is 
responsible for keeping peace and order in the district and affording protection 
to travellers. The total number of city and district Police maintained in 
Samvats 1959 and 1960, as also the cost thereof during these years, and the 
ratio to population and area is shown below : —

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7. Appendix XT[I giving infornintion vritli regard to Jail and prisoners 
is attached herewith. There is only one central Jail at Buudi, situate about a 
mile from the city. The building is well ventilated, as has often been 
remarked favourably on by Government officers, who kindly inspected it and 
is large enough to accomodate 149 persons at the rate of 648 eft per each man. 

During the year under report the Jail was inspected on 5th March 1904, 
by Major C. Pritchard Political Agent Haroti and Tonk, and the work in 
connection with the same has been conducted efficient!}' under the able Super- 
intendance of Bohra Ratan Lalji, member State Council (Foreign Department.) 

The health of the prisoners during the year has been fair, and their 
character good. One prisoner escaped from the j.ail but was recaptured. The 
Appendix XXIII shows the number of prisoners treated in the Hospital 
attached to Jail. 

8. Appendices XIY and XV are attached herewith showing the docu- 
ments registered during the year under report, as also the revenue realised by 
the State under this head. 

9. For over half the year the work of the ^Municipality was conducted 
by senior Hospital Assistant Saiyad Ahmed Hussain, Government Pensioner, 
but he having died of apoplexy, the charge has been made over to Hospital 
Assistant Kundon Lai who continues to look after the sanitation of the town 
in a satisfactory manner. Appendix XVI attached herewith shows revenue 
from and expenditure on Municipality during the year Samvat 1960. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The rainfall during the year ending 31st March 1905, was 27 inches and 
50 cents against 43 inches and 8 cents in the preceding year. As rain com- 
menced earlier and ns there was no break for some-time Kharif sowings were 
retarded and the area sown was consequently not so much as it ought to have 
been Subsequently on account of excessive rainfall in July, the standing Kharif 
was damaged and thus the outturn was below the average-the Jlakka crop 
suffering most. 

There having been some rain in the month of September, sufficient 
moisture was left in the ground to allow of a large area being sown with rabi 
crops which were excellent and gave promise of a very good outturn ; but 
unfortunately, the winter being abnormally severe, these crops were much 
damaged by frost, the commercial crops such as Jeera, Alsi, opium and gram 
suffering most. The outturn was consequently poor and below the average. 

Taking all the crops together, the damage done to the Rabi crops was 
estimated a little over 5 annas in the rupee. Appendix XVII is attached 
herewith showing the rainfall during the year under report. 

2. There being no great demand for lalx)r during the year, the labor

8. During the year under report the general condition of the people 
and the State has been satisfactory, and excepting the damage done to t’ " 
crops by excessive frost, no other calamity has occurred and consequently 
the year has been one of general happiness to the State and people. The 
public health has been good. Prices of food have been low and labor rates 
stationary. There has been no unusual birth and death rate as is shown on 
the margin. 


The agricultural population is slowly recovering from the effects of the 
last great famine. Had there been no damage to the crops this year the 
condition of the people would have been much better. The consumption of 
liquor as weU as other intoxicant drugs has been i normal, no increase having 
been noted therein. ^

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CHAPTER V. 


As there have been a series ot years in which damage or injur}' o£ 
some sort or other has been done to the crops, after the great famine of 1899- 
1900, the financial condition of the State during Samvat 1960 has not shown 
any marked improvement though there has been some increase in the gross 
revenue of the State. The marginally noted table will show comparatively 
the revenue derived in Samvat 1959 and 1960, from which it will appear that 
there has been an increase of revenue to the extent of 12,884. This 
increase is mainly due to the checking of the cultivators’ land done in the 
years 1903 and 1904 and to some uncultivated waste land being taken up for 
cultivation. The arrears of land revenue realized during the year under 
report amounted to E&- 25,024. 

The arrears of land revenue for the period up to Samvat 1956 (1899- 
1900) have already been remitted, as reported in the Annual Administration 
Report for the year 1899-1900. The arrears of revenue outstanding, includ- 
ing all realiazable assets amount to about Rs- 4,50,000 local coin, the prospects 
of recovery thereof depending especially on future good years. The figures 
given below show income and expenditure for Samvat 1960.

Upto Xovembor 
the charge was held by senior Hospital Assistant Saiyad Ahmed Hussain, who 
having died on the 9th November, Hospital Assistant Kundan Lai 2nd grade, 
was appointed in bis place. The working of the dispensary as well ns expenses 
incurred thereon is shown in appendix XXIII attached herewith. 

2. Despite the difficulties that had to be overcome. Vaccination has 
m.ade great progress during the year under report, as will be seen from the 
figures given below. People arc now beginning to appreciate the advantages 
of Vaccination.

B. A. standard has been appointed from outside.
